NEW DELHI (Special) — Daniel Roland 
Michener, Canada'* new governor-general, said 
early Wednesday he hopes he will be regarded as 
the representative of the whole Canadian people 
as waQ as the Queen's representative in Canada. 

He strongly defended Canada's constitutional monarchy 
in a changing world, and the Commonwealth Idea of inter¬ 
racial co-operstton. Mr. Michener talked to me of his con¬ 
ception of the role of governor-general in his office as Can¬ 
ada's high commissioner In India, the most populous member 
of the Commonwealth. He will relinquish that post in time 
to return to Canada before the opening of Expo 67 on April 23. 

“One doesn't aspire to this role—it is not an elective 
office and it k not the kind one imagines for himself—and I 
am still a bit Incredulous tint this has befallen me,” he said. 
He said the new post represents a "rather awesome prospect”

If our wilderness and parks 
were left to the judgment of 
those who see in each tree just 
so many 2 x 4s, the "over¬ 
mature” timber in Strathcona 
Park would simply hive to be 
logged off before it declined and 
deteriorated. Nor would we ever 
be allowed to stand in awe 
before the 1,000 year old giants 
in MacMillan Park — these are 
very "over-mature’* from a 
logger's point of view, and 
should have been cut at leaat 
600 years ago-

ACCORDING TO WELL informed sources India is 

now readying herself to bow out of world affairs 
and relinquish any claim she might have to leader¬ 
ship in Asia—a claim which has been largely supported 
both by the West and the majority of emerging na¬ 
tions since the mid-1950s. 

In that era India occupied a particularly proud 
position In the world in which she was accepted at 
moments of crisis as an embodiment of the interna¬ 
tional community’s more civilized instincts and as a 
model at success lor developing Asia and Africa. 

In 1959 President Eisenhower echoed the senti¬ 
ments of the world at large when he hailed India as 
“a triumph that offsets the world’s failures of the 
past decade, a triumph that, as men read our history 
a century from now, may offset them all.*’ 

However, since those halcyon days much has 
happened to change the outside world’s opinion of 
India. Among the factors contributing to the collapse 
of the Indian image is her continuing stubbornness 
over the disputed province of Kashmir, her policy 
toward Pakistan, her conquest of Goa and last but 
not least her developing domestic problems. 

It is perhaps the latter situation that has done 
more than anything else to bring home to Delhi that, 
influence and respect in the world is to a large degree 
but an extension of success at home. 

Today India finds herself In the unenviable posi¬ 
tion of being in a state of undeclared war with both 
Pakistan and Red China, facing growing civil distur¬ 
bances at home, and dependent upon outside aid to 
feed her hungry people. 

That disillusionment with both India’s internal 
and foreign policies is widespread among even the 
most responsible segment of its citizens—the civil 
service—is evidenced by the remark made not long 
ago by a senior government official to the effect that 
the ministry of external affairs should be abolished, 
thus saving India a large amount of foreign exchange 
from closed embassies and the trouble of participating 
In an arena in which it could at present hope neither 
to gain nor do much good. 

A British observer who heard this remark says 
this: “That this sort of jest can be. made in. Delhi, 
where for so long external affairs was regarded as 
the senior ministry and India's active and beneficent 
role in world affairs was a staple of conversation 
and source of satisfaction, shows how much has 
changed here in the past few years." 

Gloomy as this outlook might be, it may be said 
that if India determines now to come to terms with 
her diminished role in international affairs and con¬ 
centrates her undoubtedly vast resources of intelli¬ 
gence and energy upon solving her internal prob¬ 
lems, the time need not be too far off when she Mice 
again is able to take her place upon the world stage.

To Measure A-Pollution

Garden Notes 
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It's April—Watch It! 


By M. V. ( HKSM T 

April Is unquestionably llw most 
unpredictable muntb in the garden**'* 
calendar. No sooner doe* a soft and 
balmy day tempt u» Into sowing our 
*c<dn and setting out our plant! than 
along come* a blaat of Arctic air to 
turn them blua and plnched-looking. 

He U a smart gardener who has the 
forethought to provide' himself with a 
row of continuous cloches to protect hit 
younj. seedlings from ths vagaries of 
the April weather. 

Cloches, in case the word la 
unfamiliar to you. are little glasa tent* 
held together with an Ingenious ar¬ 
rangement of wire. These tents are aet 
nut Ir. a long row, the ends butting up 
against one another, to cover • aeed 
row and to provide what amounts to 
miniature greenhouse protection for the 
baty plants. 

* * * 

Plastic cloches are available theae 
day* at quite a bit less money than the 
glass fixtures, and It Is quite possible to 
build your own out of sheet plastic on 
Vght wooden frames. But white the 
saving irt,original cost li considerable. 


there are certain disadvantages. Plastic 
t iiM'ht s are light and must be anchored 
down In some way Upkeep them trom 
blowing ovei*. while plastic film de- 
terorates under the action of sunlight 
and will need to be replaced almost 
every year. 

* # * 

Whether made of plastic nr glass, 
though, there are a few points In the 
operation of clqches which I think 
require explaining. For one thing, you 
can't just bung them down on any old 
kind of soil and expect them to work. 
You see. if you have to water your 
plants, it becomes a moat exasperating 
chore when each cloche ha* to he 
■Hived, and thla Is the time when 
expensive breakages occur — when the 
plot Is strewn with cloches removed tor 
watering. 

• The trick here Is to dig in lots of 
organic matter into the row to be 
cinched, so one Initial watering will last 
a long time. 

Moreover, the organic material — I 
use peat moss — facilitates the 
sideways movement of moisture In the 
soil, and when watering DOES become 


necessary, yiju just sprinkle the outside 
of the cloche*, the water which rims 

down the tent-1 tke sides will move 
ti.waro through the peat4aden soil to 
your plants. 

Another point: If the edges of your 
clothes ate to butt anUgly against one 
another, the ground must be smooth 
and level. Whst with itones. twigs *rd 
lump* of dirt. It Is difficult to achieve a 
perfectly flat surface even with the 
most persistent raking, so the trick here 
Is to put down a surface layer of pent 
moss and bed the edges of the cloches 
.0 this material. Ih this way, your glass 
tents won't wobble or teeter. 

e • • 

It Is VERY Imjmrtant to keep both 
ends of vour cloched row covered 
tightly with a sheet of glass. A few 
cracks between Individual cloches do no 
harm — in fact, a little ventilation Is to 
be desired — but without those_ end 
coverings, the row becomes a wind 
tunnel, with a bitter draft Wowing 
through from ana end to the other. 
Fisn* are better eft right out In the 
open than expoaed to a persistent, 
lumelled draft In this fashion.

There ia no rule to 
the book which covers the argument, and the best one can do 
normally ia to give a verdict on equity.
